Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Reply Brief, filed on May 8 th , 2009, with respect to the 
claim rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103 
rejections of claims 1 - 9 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner submits that the record sufficiently sets forth the reasons for allowance of the 
claims. Specifically, as set forth on pages 4 - 6 of the decision of the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences, which is hereby incorporated by reference, and as argued 
on pages 2-4 of Appellant's 'Reply Brief; the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, does not appear to teach calculating feature values of micro regions in a 
specified region having a pixel of interest at a center, from pickup results of an image 
pickup device that has a color filter with a particular color at each of pixels arrayed two- 
dimensionally; and binarizing the calculated feature values of the micro regions, as 
required by all independent claims.
